For this he wns arrested and ordered by 


7udgo Kano to produce tho slaves in court. Ho 
replied, on oath, that he could not; for ho did 
lot know where,they were. For this honest 
reply he was committed to prison for contempt 
of court! If he swore falsely, why was he not 
ried on a charge of perjury J—If he swore to 
the truth,vWhy.-was he committed for contempt 
of. court? in every aspect in which this case 
presents itself, wo behold a spirit of tyranny 
which an-American Judge should blush to ex- 
hibit. 


And in addition to his infamous decision 


Judge Kano took occasion to use tho following 
remarkable language: 


I know no etntute of Pennsylvania which 


affects to divest tho rights of property of a citi- 
zen of North Carolina, acquired nnd. asserted 
under the laws of that State, because he has 
found It needful or convenient to pass through 
the territory of Pennsylvania. 


"I am not aware that nny such statute, if

Quoth our sea-board cotemporary. 
"There is probably no more exciting .sport 


than sword-fishing. It is whaling in miniature 
barring (as an Irishman would say) the icluilc .' 
Each boat is furnished with two harpooning 
poles and irons, a 'spade' or lance for wounding 
the fish, two tow-lines with which to make fast 
and tow empty kega. 


Arrived on the 'ground,' a sharp look-out is 


kept for the fish, which in a bright day, piny 
an'd gambol on the surface of the water.and are 
betrayed by their.fins and tails, which can bo 
seen breaking the surface of tho water at a 
considerable distance. A fish is discovered, 
and tho boats stear directly for it. Tho har- 
pooner stands on a plank projecting some five 
or six feet from tho bow of the boat, all ready 
to'strike,1 To keep the fish in the darli as to 
intentions, the boat steerer endeavors to bring 
the boat 'head on' to him, as the fish cannot sec 
ahead, and hcunconsiously plows on his way to 
destruction. 


"At the proper moment the harpooner makes 


a demonstration, causing tho fish to ' wear 
round'.to see what had disturbed him. He is 
now sufficiently near to be touched by the har 
pooning pole, nnd is in the most favorable 
position to be struck. Selecting tho firmest 
nnd thickest part of the fish, namely, below the 
neck, tho harpooner darts the harpoon through 
his body, which is contrived so as to disconnect 
with the pole, but to which the tow-line is se- 
cured, and the fish is fast. One of the kega is 
now thrown overboard, the line having been 
previously made fast to it, nnd tho boat gives 
the fish a wide berth to avoid being stove in by 
his sword. 


"The fish, thus harnessed nnd wounded, soon 


tires himself with his ineffectual struggles, and 
finally lays exhausted upon the surface of tho 
water. Provided the fishermen are not engaged 
at this time in making fast to another fish, as is 
frequently tho case, they will then approach 
him, 
and, after giving him a few finishing 


stroke* with tho 'spade' in a vital place, he is 
brought alongside and taken on board." 


The flesh of the sword-fish is not generally 


considered palatable, though in New Bedford 
and 
other "barbaric" places it is usually 


eaten.
